This is the Inscription to be 
found on a house In Alsace- 
Lorraine and it embodies the his- 
tory of the country: and also .the 
spirit of “The Boundary Post." 

In reading thls book we follow 
very closely the history of a 
family of Lorrainers, which, 
merely on account of International 
quarrels and subsequent occupa- 


armies, ‘hos become divided by in- 
tormarriage. Half the family 
have French ideals, the remaining 
half Saxon, Bavarian, Prussian or 


The story concerns  Isnbel 
Mathiou, widowed during the war, 
who had tricd hard to live and 
in’ Germany, to 
which country she owed allogiance 
and Jove on account of her marri- 
age to a Prussian officer. 

The remaining part of her 
family are French, and after a 
hard struggle she becomes 
naturalised as French and returns 
to the country of her -birth, 
Lorraine. ‘ 

She is unhappy and her rela- 
tives by their kind but unmistak- 
able efforts to change her love for 
Germany into a passion for 
France, do not help to make her 
Ife happier. She returna to Ger- 
many, only to find that since her 
income is derived from Lorraine 
she cannot live comfortably. 
Then she ceases to ‘struggle and 
settles down In Lorrnine.

He clalms to have been a nows- 
Paper ‘correspondent in “China, 
Korea and Japan during the period 
covered” but he, while making the 
hero of the so-called romance an 
Australian journalist, refrains from 
disclosing. his. own. natlonality, 

Irrespective of what ho fs, he has 
gone out of his way, by clumsy coa- 
tortions—which will not oven pass 
muster as presentable colouration 
Permitted, porhaps, by the licence 
of authorship—to show Britain, 
Britons, Hong Kong and other for- 
elgners in an unfavourable Nght.

the authorities should permit the Mexican dollars to be foisted on 
it, whether it likes it or not. The wonderment grows when_it is 
found by bitter experience that a Mexican dollar is discounted 
almost: everywhere and that no one is at all anxious to recognise 
it as worth one hundred cents small silver money... Whether one 
makes his own’ purchases or gets it done by a shop or office ¢m- 
ployee, or by a domestic servant, the result is invariably the same— 
the loss of five to ten cents according to the whims of the shop- 
keeper or money changer. The slump in the silver-dollar, with its 
attendant higher cost of living, is already ‘sufficient to call forth 
anathema without the discounted Mexican dollar coming into the 
realm of local monetary transactions, large or small. - 

The history of the Mexican dollar in-these parts leaves tho 
most of us could and indifferent so far 28 mere history goes. ~ Wo 
simply fail to be cheered by the information that onde upon a timo— 
as the fairy books have it—the Mexican dollar ‘became the most 
widely used coin in the world “owing to its superior fine content and 
uniformity of composition.” . Nor does it help. in the slightest to 
learn that since 1914, when a rival in the shape of the Yuan Shih- 
kai dollar appeared, the Mexican dollar “has been vanishing from 
circulation in China.” The cold fact remains’ that no sooner was 
the reintroduction of silver dollars decided upon in this Colony 
than the Mexican dollar descended upon us like one of the seven 
plagues of Egypt. No one wants it! No one likes it! And when, 
as is too,well known, its acceptance from the hands of others in: 
volves a pecuniary loss, the sooner it is vanished for ever the better. 
It ia not a pretty coin. The eagle appeals to none of.)18..° The fact 
that it is a Mexican dollar excites no interest or enthusiasm. Wo are 
quite content—If the silver dollar must be the prevailing standard 
céin—with the more beautiful and more symmetrical Hong Kong 
dollar. In any event if, as is alleged, the discounting of the Mexican 
dollar is caused by the silver conte’ + having-diminished in the course 
of circulation for years and years, it is time that auch a coin passed 
as rapidly out of local circulation as‘it came in. It shall go “un- 
mourned, unwept and unsung!” . . ts 

Naturally it is not always convenient tothe average individual 
to refuse the Mexican dollar when tende in tho course of busi- 
ness. It is so engy for the other party to the transaction to assert 
that his stock of Hong Kong dollars is d¢pleted and that a Mexican 
dollar “is just as good.” If those responsible for the influx of the 
Mexican dollar (which we were so blandly told was:danishing rapidly 
from circulation in China since 1914).do not take;the, Initiative in 
withdrawing it from circulation in this Colony, itjja seriously sug- 
gested that the authorities ought'to take the firatstcp and declare 
it-to be demonctised. That can be dono by & sttoke"of the pen. 
Given sufficient reasons for demonctisation, we are confident that 
the authorities will be on the sidd of the community that is losing 
every day by the enforced use of the Mexican dollox in o British 
Colony. As has been sald above, in effect, the burdens of the com- 
munity are quite heavy enough, owing to the fall in exchange and 
the rise in the cost of living, without being unnetessarily added to 
by the presence ofa dollar-not worth so much as.the Hong Kong 
dollar. Anything that Imposes an extra hardship upon the com- 
munity should be eliminated at thé earliest possible moment. There- 
fore, the Mexican dollar must go! Sa tae :

India herself, Colonisation is as 
yet not untinged with selfishness, 
Can there be anything free from 
such’ a :stigma?. After <all 
morality itself’ is not wholly un- 
affected by intgrested . motives, 
one of which is the escape from 


the effects of sin cither in this) 


world ‘or in the next. Not even 
the saintly gentlemen who pro- 
fess to hear the hissing of the 
snake in British motives can say 
that’ such | motives are not «the 
purest in the,world. In the rural 
development scheme she is acting 
with as sincere an aim as has ever 
animated ‘the colonisation policy 
of any Power, modern-or ancient.

This is the information 
passed on by the New York 
Herald Tribune, where we read 
the following Fairy Story:— - 


“In Hong Kong the motion 
picture censor happens to be a 
judge. As he was accustomed 
to hold Court at the only hour 
when the local theatre could be 
wbtained for viewing pictures, 
it- was necessary for the film 
companies to instal a portable 
machine in his home at a cost 
of approximately $12,000.” 
Where, or where, is our very 

own Censor-Judge? 
“Singapore, according to Far 
Eastern film dealers, is a close 
tival of Tokyo for censorship 
rigours. Fully 60 per cent. of tho 
pictures imported are banned, it 
is said. For example, ‘The Iron 
Horse,’ a film depicting the story 
of the building of the first trans- 
Continental railway in tho United 
States, waa banned by the censors 
on the grounds that it was ‘un- 
necessary American propaganda.’ 
“The board of censors in 
Shanghal is made up of Police 
officials and representative for- 
cign residerits. The board recent- 
lly refused to allow the showing 
of a Fox Movietone film reproduc- 
ing a speech made by Forelgn 
Minister C. T. Wang, on the 
subject of  extraterritoriality. 
The reason ‘given was that it was 
feared the film might arouse énti- 
foreign feeling, and create a dis- 
turbance.

IN AFRICA 


Fourteen Weeks of 
Adventure . 


What was doscribed In the Cape 
Town press as “ono of tho most re- 
imarkable African motor journoys 
ever mado” took H. R. Cope Morgan, 
mining ongincer, and his wife, 7,500 
miles through the heart of tho Dark 
Continent into lands that a white 
woman novor before had penetrated, 
and I¢ft thom safely . in British 
South Africa after 14 weoks of 
strange adventures, 

Tho journoy was mado in a Ford 
truck. The Capo Argus described 
the unusual trip as follows: 

“For a thousand miles Mr. and 
Mrs. Morgan travelled through ter- 
ritory in Fronch Equatorial Africa 
where a breakdown might have 
meant death. ‘No food could bo 
bought, and thore was not a potrol 
dump along the route, said Mr. 
Morgan to.a_ representative of 
The Argus. ‘First there was 
desert to cross, then thorn bush, 
thicker bush, and finally tho heavy 
Jungle of the Congo. My wifo was 
the first white woman to travel 
through this wild territory. ./."" 

“The first great sight oncountored 
waa acelebration of the end of 
Ramadan by Moslem tribesmen in 
Northern Nigeria. 

“Those men are splendid horse- 
men,’ said Mr, Morgan. ‘We saw 
a thousand of them at the gallop, 
many woaring old English armour- 
shining helmets and breast-plates— 
which their ancestors captured dur-

chain-mail we saw ‘zo back to the 
fourteenth century. It was a weird 
and mngnificent aight to sce in that

A Vanishing Type 
At Home 


Tho true racing car, if It bo not 
dead, is at any rato moribund. No 
longer do eager motorists rush to 
get a glimpso of the latest projectile 
from some famous factory, nor docs 
the flores blare of an open exhaust 
herald the‘approach, on some road or 
track, of that engincering miracle: 
a ‘special racing car (says the 
(*Motor"). . 

There are many who Inment the 
passing of this special typo . of 
velicle whieh may be described as 
anelaborate testing plant for all tts 
designer's theories. | It 14 neces- 
sarily expenslve—very expensive, 
for probably not more than four or 
five ears of this type will ever be 
manufactured. It tales: months te 
design, months to construct, and 
may, after all that, prove a failure 
so far as winning a race Is con- 
corned, : 
Rare Ricing Cara 

Because of the expense and be- 
cause of the need for getting down 
to production In these days of keen 
competition, real racing cara be- 
came more and more rare, Final- 
ly, affatra reached such 9 pass that 
the organisers of Grand Prix races 
were faced with the fact that only 
une, or at most “two, firms were left 
tocompete with sultable cara, ‘There- 
fore,’ anxlous that thelr efforts 
should not fail, the organisers of 
mutor races took to a modification 
of what the Amerteans call stock car 
racing, and only those cars which 
were listed as being available for 
purchase by the public were allowed 
to compete in the premier Enropenn 
events, 

Naturally, such a step was wel- 
cumed by manufacturers, who could 
then, with very little extra expense, 
take part {na race with a reason- 
able chance of succeas, But cer- 
tain important personalities {nthe 
motor world are alrendy lamenting 
this state of affairs, for they say 
that stock car racing has put an end 
to progress of destyn.

The driver 
naturally occuples the right aide of 
the front seat, The other pussen- 
gers should be so disposed that, the 
grenter welght is on the off alde of 
the cnr, “Thus, u third passenger, 
If in the brek, should sit on the 
right side. Similarly, with four 
pasyongers, endenyour always, to 
wet the heaviest on the off side 
The camber of the road already 
dvawasa the car down unduly on tho 
rear apeings. This propenaity fe 
emphnsised and inerensed if tha 
heavy passenger is seated on the 
near abide. 

The cay ia diMeult to steer out 
of the left side of the road and of 
corners one may find diiflculty in

Sometimes tho 
heavier load on the near side 
makes for actual danger, It in- 
creases the, chance of eskidding 
when the surface js greasy and it 
preventa recovery. Equal. loading 
is the thing to obtnin if possible, 
und to ensure equal loading on 
cambered ronda, It is desirable to

ROUGH MOTORING 


Central Australian 
Experiences 


Literally teoming with human In- 
torest is a Totter recolvad by the 
Shell OL Company from Francia 
Birttos, the Australian explorer, 
from hla headquarters at Plne 
Creek: It paints a vivid pleture of 
the great Interior of the continent, 
and bush fires that rage at will oer 
unlimitable spaces, and of gallant 
sottlers that push their boundarles 
out into space and ‘with indomitable 
aplrit convert an arld dosort into a 
profitable enttle stution, The Inst 
two months were spent complotely 
ovt of touch with civillantion, and 
Birtles describes them quite frank- 
ly as boing “the toughest yot,” and 
the modest chronicle of his ox- 
perlences certainly bears out thie 
conclusion. 

For two weeks constantly he ran 
the gauntlet of a bush fire which, 
it one time, forced tho cnr on to 
the banks of a steep ercek, from 
which it seemed he would nover get 
out, Racing back through‘slx miles 
of long grass, stumps and timber, 
he burat both back tyres and had 
to continue on the rims, When 
crossing one particularly heavy 
patch of burning ground a tin of 
petrol burst coualng considerable 
inconvenience.’ Shortly afterwards 
he missed a gap tn the hills, where 
he had intended to get water, “The 
valley L was In,’ he writes, “hem- 
med me in to a dry, sandy creck, 
and it was only after a long, dry 
stage FE oat lenyth found a small 
spring half way up a mountain 
slde, 1 filled my water tins and 
humped them to tho car and set 
off back to the xap, Owing to the 
loss of petrol from the tin bursting, 
the car became stranded three mites 
away, just us my water was finish- 
cd, so I tramped to the apring, rest- 
ed, and then walked 20 miles to 
where E had a Shell supply stowed 
away underground for the return 
journey, Have you ever triad 
carrying a four-gallon tin of petrol 
20 miles through scrub and rocks 
under a blazing hot sun? 

“Getting back to the car I found 
three tyres fiat. Tho heat of the 


vround travelling and the hot sun 
had lifted all the patches. The 
solution was about as sticky as 
trencle. I spent five days at the 
wap spring before getting the 
patches to stick; but bad luck, dog- 
ged my, path, Coming over the 
rough mountain and creek bedr my 
engine gnsket blew again—my last 
one—and on a dry stage. I tramp- 
ed three miles for water, carried 
some back, but. the repnir was be- 
yond me. Luckily I was, now with- 
in 18 miles of a cnttle atatlon: and 
The cattle owner 
was a new chum motorist. His car 
wus stranded 30 miles away, 80 we 
snddled up pack horses and rode 
oat. We found the battery flnt, due, 
I suppose, to the acid having pone 
stale, There was no magneto on 
the car, so we had to send a native 
off on a fast horse to Pine Creek. 
Next day he exme back with a bor- 
rowed battery. And. so,” writes 
Birtles, quite unconcernedly, “wo 
cumo eventually to Pine Creek, 
where the pleasantest slght for 
months was an adequate stock of 
Shell spirit and of) supplies, We 
have nirendy londed up stores for 
my wet senson camp.” 

Another part of his letter was de- 
voted to the good gamo hunting he 
had experienced during hia two 
montha’ trek. According to Birtles,
